WHEN  we  obfcrvc  that  any  of  cur 
countrymen  arrive  at  a  degree  of 
eminence  fuperior  to  their  brethren  in 
iKe  fame  prt»fcffion,  a  laudable  ciiriofi^y 
in  naturally  excited  in  us  to  inquire  by 
xvliat  means  the  happy  morlai  has  attain¬ 
ed  to  the  fummit  of  reputation,  and  is  be¬ 
come  at  once  the  object  of  virtuous  emu¬ 
lation,  and  of  vicious  envy. 

But  as,  on  the  one  hand,  fclf-fuflBcien-  ' 
ry  often  lavs  claim  to,  and  adtdatioii  bc- 
llouft  on  fnch  exalted  chara^iters,  unme- 
liied  pralfe;  while  igfn>rance  and  malice, 
on  the  other,  t«»o  frequently  load  them 
with  nnjnll  cenfure  and  reproach,  the 
talk  is  extremely  difficult  to  difeover  the 
true  medium,  and  to  draw  the  line  be¬ 
tween  the  virtues  we  arc  to  pra<5fife, and 
the  failings  we  arc  to  avoid,  when  we 
propofe  them  as  moilels  for  ourfdves  or 
others  in  fimilar  lituationr. 

And  perhaps  no  charader  whatever 
requires  a  nicer  fcriitiny  than  that  of  a 
public  magiftrate,  whofe  office  is  of  the 
firll  importance  to  civil  focUty.  The 
benefits  arifing  to  the  community  from 
the  vigorous  exertion  of  diftinguiihed 
abilities  in  this  department,  arc  of  fo  ex*

lenfive  a  nature,  that  no  honours,  no  re¬ 
wards,  no  encomiums,  can  be  too  great 
fur  that  magiftrate,  who,  within  the  li¬ 
mits  of  his  jurifdi^ion,  infures  the  do- 
mcftic  happinefs  of  his  fellow-fubjedts, 
by  providing  for  the  fafety  of  tbetr  per-  ' 
fons,  and  the  fccurity  of  their  property. 

On  the  contrary,  if  any  civil  magiftrate  ’ 
arrogates  to  himfelf  a  title  without  ai 
meaning;  lays  claim  to  a  pre-eminence  ^ 
which  checks  the  ardour,  or  prevents  the 
vigilance  of  his  brethren;  and  either 
through  ignorance,  obftinacy,  or  veoali* 
ty,  obftrudts  a  general  reformation  in  the 
policct  of  which  he, declares  himfelf  to  ' 
he  the  head;  foch  conduct  will  necefla- 
rily  expofe  him  to  fevere,  but  juft^re- 
prehenfion. 

Many  years  hrveelapfed  (incc  Sir  John 
Fielding  iirft  ftood.forth  as  principal  ad- 
ing  jiifticc  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  ^ 
Middlefcx,  and  the  city  and  liberties  of  ' 
Weftminftcr,'prefiding  over  what  he  calls 
U>c  police ;  and,  in. the  courfe  of  his  ex-  ^ 
crciltng  this  judicial  auibortty,  by  means 
of  daily  advertifements,  weekly  pubHca-, 
tions  of  the  proceeding  st  his  public  off 
ficc  in  Bow-ftreet,  ana  other  (agacious 
neafures,  he  hat  not  only  atlra^ed^thc 
notice  of  perfonl'of' all  ranks,  but  hat

ti!lf'.I  plan  of  police'*/' 

Ti»e  ( ther,  who  are  hi^  opponents, 
feem  to  be  r.f  opinii  n,  d'hat,  if)  propor¬ 
tion  as  this  magiflraU  his  li  eii  t(i  fneh 
a  degree  of  repire,  tliat  all  intV-rinations 
of  robberies  ami  friotls,  conimitteil  v.i- 
tliln  twenty  miler,  i  f  London,  have  been 
fent  with  the  utm<  it  expedition  to  his 
olhcc  only— pm  !n  int  to  Ids  own  plan — 
cnonr.ities  i  f  cvw*  kiml  have  incrcaled 
upon  us.  Tlu  y  obfe’"e  that  the  ffreets 
rf  W’rlhninlU”',  at  this  time,  fvv.u  ni 
with  brggats  .and  cetnnu'n  proftitutes; 
tliat  pick-pockc !'!,  thieves,  .and  tharpers 
of  every  ilenoinin itimi,  abt  und  in  all 
parts  i.f -his  jmitdldion  v  ^h.it  hardly  a 
night  paIVcs  without  fome  elaring  bur- 
ghiry  ;  that  the  roads  leading  to  I  lie  m-e- 
trepolii  {m('re  crpeciaily  the  wetlern) 
arc  infefted  uilli  highwaymen  and  foot¬ 
pads;  aitd,  in  fine,  that,  notwilliflanding 
all  the  boafteJ  vigilance  and  atltiviiy  of 
this  great  man,  .aiid  the  pecuniary  aitl  he 
has  received  fiom  the  ireafury,  nr*  fuch 
thing  as  a  regular  .^ritually  fubfilts 

in  any  part  of  this  kingdom. 

In  a  ciMiteft  e>f  this  nature,  we  have 
very  little  to  do  with  the  man,  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  magitlra^e  ;  yet,  in  cijufor- 
inily  to  the  ulual  nu'de  of  w-riting  me¬ 
moirs,  w’e  lh.ill  give  fome  account  of  the 
private  life  of  Sir  fohn  Fielding,  fo  far  as 
it  is  introduiflory  to  cur  llriifturcs  cn  his 
public  condudi. 

This  gentleman  is  the  fon  of  lieute¬ 
nant-general  Fielding,  who  ferved  his 
country  with  great  icput.ition  under  the 
famous  duke  of  Maijborough;  ami  the 
late  Henry  Fielding,  ITvj;  his  predcctlFor 
in  the  magiAeiial  chair  in  Bow-llrcct, 

•  I  iJf  Sir  John  Fielding's  Dedication 
to  the  Duke  of  Grafton  of  “  AblUaCls 
iiom  the  Penal  Laws." 
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W.1S  his  fenior  and  half  brother,  by  iHe 
gener.i/o  ftrft  wife. 

The  eariieft  circumftance  in  the  life  of 
Sir  J.>hn, worthy  the  nul>iic  notice,  might 
bav-s  been  omitted,  if  it  were  not  necefk 
lary  to  explain  it  to  thofe  wlu*  relide  at 
a  dirtance,  and  a''e  totally  ftrangers  to 
his'perfpn.  Through  the  negligence  of 
a  lurgoon,  who,  iullead  c»f  attending 
hiTnfelf,  fent  a  pupil,  he  had  tRe'mi&for- 
tUTK,  in  a  dangerous  illneb?,  to  lo<e  his 
light,  and  has  been  obliged  ever  lincc  to 
wear  a  bandage  over  his  eyes,  confifting 
of  a  broad  black  lilk  ribbon,  tied  over 
his  hair  to  the  hick-part  of  his  head* 

His  fpirited  condud  in  making  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  lurgeon,  againft  whom  he 
obtained  a  vcrdid  for  jcol.  damages, 
th(*ugh  it  could  not  be  cmdidered  as  any 
indemnification  for  the  injury  he  had 
fiiflaincd,  made  him  the  fubjtd  of  con- 
vcrfaiion,  and  procured  him  many 
friend?. 

About  this  time,,  if  we  arc  not  greatly 
milLikm,  his  fortune  being  but  (lender, 
lie  reiblved  to  Fix  upon  fome  plan  of  life 
which  m’ght  prove  beneficial  to  himfelf 
and  ufetid  to  the  public.  With  this 
view,  he  fet  on  fimt  the  firft  regifter-  ) 
oflicc  in  London  for  hiring  of  fervants, 
calculated  to  lupply  the  wMnt  of  ftatutc- 
t.iirs,  which  are  annually  held  for  this 
pui  pofe  iu  country  towns  t.  an  inftitu- 
lum  which,  when  ct  rduded  on  the  plan 
publillied,  and  (Iridly  adhered  to  by 
tliis  gemltman,  while  he  continued 
the  bufir.tfo,  was  equally  advantageous  to  ^  ) 
both  parlie*; ;  families  being  tupplied 
with  krvants,  without  the  drudgery  of 
cx.iminiiig  a  number  of  unqualified  per- 
fons;  ami  hoiull  indulliious  fervants 
prevented  from  living  in  idltnefs,  by  be¬ 
ing  provided  with  new  fervices  almoft  as-, 
foon  as  they  quitted  the  old  :  and  fo  care¬ 
ful  w’as  Fielding,  with  refpe*5f  to  the  cha- 
raiJlers  and  qii  difications  of  fervants  re¬ 
commended  from  his  cilice,  that  the* 
greateft  confidence  was  placed  in  him, 
and  hi.s  plan  met  with  extraordinary  en¬ 
couragement.  His  fehtme  was  by  de¬ 
grees  extended  to  the  pmehafe  and  fide 
ot  efiitrs,  and  a  variety  of  other  articles;, 
and,  as  he  undertook  to  bring  the  parlies  , 
together,  the  belter  to  facilitate  the  cir¬ 
culation  of  his  txtenfivc  bufinels,  be 
chcle  to  draw  up  the  advcrtiferneiits  of 
tlicir  mutual  wants  in  his  own  ways? 
liot  his  fuccefs  at  length  was  fo  gre»G 
tiiat  T/'e  Daily  Advertift^  couUl  not 
bad  rouvn  icr  hU  numcsous.long  adse*"'a ' 
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tifemcnts;  and  this,  we  believe,  pave 
birth  to  the  PubHc  ^4dvertifer^  fci  on 
foot  by  hinn  and  his  brother,  who  were 
the  firft  and  principal  proprietors.  For 
the  fame  purpofe,  he  encouraged,  and 
became  a  partner  in  The  Gazetteer ; 
and  it  is  probiblc  he  is  ftill  intertlled  in 
them;  for  he  direds  all  advertifements 
concerning  robberies  to  be  fent  to  thofe 
papers  in  preference  to  all  others;  and 
to  them  be  tranfrnils  copies  of  bis  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  his  ofiice  in  Bow’-drect. 

The  declining  date  of  his  'brother’s 
health  foon  called  him  off  from  his  affi- 
duons  attention  to  the  bnfinefs  of  his 
regider-offijc,  and  gave  him  a  profped  of 
exe»-cifing  his  genius  in  a  more  exalted 
fpliere  f  f  adioii.  llt  ary  Fielding  had 
been  advised  to  accept  the  honourable 
employment  of  an  adling  Middlcfex  juf- 
lice,  3s  a  means  of  genteel  iubfiftence, 
having  impaired  his  circumftances  by  li* 
ving  beyond  his  income;  and  .finding 
th^.t  the  emoluments  of  his  new  profef- 
li  'I  were  very  confiderablc,  he‘,  with 
.1  linmanify,  inftiuded  his  brother 
Joon  in  (he  duties  of  this  arduous  fiation, 

•  i  rwrtr(U  priicured  him  tlic  lionoav 
'•>  niu'i'f ncy, 

'vell  concerted  feheme  of  rendcr- 
5"'  the  antient  feat  of  juftice  in  Bow- 
fin  et  hereditary  in  the  family  of  the 
1‘telditii^s,  took  place  up;)n  the  death  of 
Henry  in  1774;  and  Sir  John,  from  this 
period,  l)ccame  pofTcfiTed  of  his  brother’s 
|>owi  r,  and  of  his  papers,  from  which,  it 
is  faid,  he  extrr.jfled  his  plan  (publiflicd 
i7i5»  and  countenanced  by  govetn- 
iDen»)  tor  the  fpeedy  deletion  of  robbe* 
rk.'  rtod  frauds,  fiuce  dignified  with  the 
IK)mp:ms  title  of  the  p^ice — with  what 
dcgice  of  proptiety  wc  Jhall  now  exa¬ 
mine. 

I'herc  arc  but  two  principal  objc»5f3  in 
the  l>ficm  of  a  wcll-rcg»ilaled  police* 
The  tirft  is,  to  prevent  the  commiflion 
of  crones;  the  fccond,  to  difeover  ar.d 
appjchetid  timfe  who  have  committed 
them,  that  they  may  fuffer  the  puuilh- 
ments  the  law  intlids  for  their  various 
olfinces. 

When  Sir  John  Fielding 'firft  made 
html'elf  confpicuoui  as  a  magiftrate,  it 
fin>u!d  feem  to  have  been  his  intention 
to  purfue  the  firit  and  principal  dbjeCit, 
tlie  prevcntl»»n  of  crimes;  which  he  very 
well  knows  can  only  be  done  by  infpe^l- 
the  lives,  and  reforming  the  manners, 
the  loofe  and  profligate  in  the  lower 
clafles  of  the  people,  aad  by  putting  the 


laws  in  force  jvgainfl  the  violation  of  the 
firfi  principles  of  morality,  .common  de¬ 
cency,  fobriety,  and  induAry. 

The  gradations  from  idlencfs,  profane 
curling  and  fwcaring,  cirunkeunefs,  and 
abandoned  lewdnefs,  to  confirnted  -vice, 
and  the  perpetration  of  the  inoA  horrid 
villainies,  our  wife  forefathers  juAIy  ob- 
fervctl,  were  but  too  regular  and  con¬ 
nected  ;  for  wl^ich  reafoii  they  enabled 
wholefome  laws,  to  Aop  the  inconfidt- 
ratc  youth  of  both  fexes  in  their  m|;d  ca¬ 
reer,;  and,  by  lenient  chaAiiements',  fucji 
as  moderate  fines,  temporary  imprifun- 
ment,  and  expofure  to'  public  fliame,  to 
recal  them  to  the  paths  of  virtue,  and  to 
reAorc  their  reputations  before  It  wa*  to'> 
late.  Our  juAices  of  the  peace,  and 
their  fubordinate  officers,  arc.Aill  armed 
with  thefe  powers;  ariijl^Sir  John  Field¬ 
ing,  in  paA  times,  appears  to  have  feen 
the  neceffity  of  irrforcing  the  execution 
of  the  laws  for  the  fuppreffijn  of  vice 
and  immorality.  Happy  had  it  been  for 
fome  hundred",  of  malefadlors,  who  have 
fuffered  death  or, exile  in  the  .courfc  of 
twenty  years,  if  he  had  perfiAcd  in  the 
purfuit  of  this  falutary  plan  :  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  (like  the  r^al  procUnfUlion, 
iltued  to  the  fame  c(iC(A,  on  the  i^ing’^ 
acceffion  to  the  throne)  thc{e  wholefome 
Aatutes  have  been  fufered  to  lie  dor- 
mint,  and  a  torrent  of  wanton,  expea- 
five  amufements,  encouraging  lewdnefs, 
.gaming,  and  inten^pcrancc,  has.bccn  fuf¬ 
fered  to  beat  down  every  guard  of  ho¬ 
nour,  to  loofen  the  moA  lacicd  bands  of 
civil  fociety,  to  trample  011  public  order 
and  decorum,  and  to  open  every  avenue 
to  unbounded  extravagance — ihc  fourcc 
of  thefts,  rapines,  and  murders*  To  add 
to  the  public  calamity,  thefe  evils  have 
flowed  from  the  inordinate  love  of  plca- 
iure  and  difiipatiou,  which  Ins  long  fa- 
feinated  the  minds  of  people  of  tank  and 
fortune,  whofe  example  will  alwayi-be 
imitated,  iu  proportion  to  their  abilities 
and  opportunities,  by  the  inferior  cUfles 
of  the  people.  Here,  then,  was  an  ample 
found U ion  for  an  adlivc  magiArate,  pc4‘- 
fiircd  of  fortitude  and  public  virtue,  tp 
acquire  the  immortal  rcpul.itioa  of  being 
the  founder  of  a  well-digelled  fyAecn  of 
pclice*  flamed  on  the  wirdom  and^im- 
partiality  of  our  laws.  The  public  had 
fome  rcafon  to  hope,  byBlr  John  Field¬ 
ing’s  plan  for  the  reformation  of  peni¬ 
tent  proAitutrs,  which  gave  rife  to  the 
inAitution  of  the  Magdalen  :  hy  his  af- 
fiiuity  in  cAabiilhIiig  the  afylurn  for  dc« 
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ferted  young  girls,  abandoned  at  an  age  Can  the  man  who  has  loft  the  ufe  of  a 
when  they  arc  moll  liable  to  be  icdiiced ;  limb,  or  has  been  maimed  or  wounded 
by  his  care  ot  idle,  unemployed  boy*,  by  a  bnilal  footpati,  tleiive  an-y  great 
w  horn  he  recommended  lt>  the  run  'ine  comfort  from  the  addref)»  cf  FicldingV 


/•jch’ty  in  time  of  war;  and  by  many 
other  public  ads  of  true  bencvoleticc  and 
difinterdUd  virtue,  that  a  r.cctllary  and 
general  reformation  would  take  place. 
This  plealiiig  prol'ped,  however,  loon 
lanillicd. 

Hut  what  is  ftill  more  remarkable,  Sir 
John  has  pnbliliicd  a  volume  t)f  Ahftrads 
from  the  Penal  l/iws,  in  which  it  plainly 
appears,  that  he  has  full  power  to  lup- 
prefs  thofe  vices  in  the  afiemlilies  of  the 
great,  the  pradiee  of  which,  at  the  len- 
ilezvous  of  the  vulgar,  lead  the  way  to 
the  gallon’s.  The  lieutcn^mt  of  the 
folia  in  France  ir.ighl  find  a  difliculiy 
to  gain  admilfion  to  tire  tirfl ;  but  an 
V.ngliih  juftice  of  peace  nray  ii'>t  only 
tvipprefs  all  illegal  alVeaiblies,  but  take 


men  in  diiTeoveiiug,  lecuring,  and  bring-, 
ing  the  etrender  to  jullice? 

Would  it  not  have  more  the  ap^rear- 
ance  of  a  police,  it  Si»  John  could  alTurc. 
the  unfortunate  fuffcrern  by  honfe- 
breakers,  highwaynren,  and  footpads^ 
that  a  great  many  had  been  executed,; 
numheis  iranfpofttd,  and  not  a  few  par- 
rloned  ?  That  bis  horfe  and  foot  forces, 
always  ready  at  an  hour’t*  warning,  bad» 
taken  up  all  perfons  found  in  brothels,, 
gaming- honfes,  dram- (hops,  and  other 
lurpetifed  places,  having  no  vifible  way  of 
luppi-rting  themfelvcs  honeftly  ?  That 
this  felect  band  of  myrmidons  were  de-- 
termined  for  the  future  not  to  wait  for 
the  fake  of  the  rev^'ard,  till  well-known, 
villains  had  dcp^iverl  their  lellow-fub-;

vai^raiits  or  w - s,  or  by  letting  them 

in  the  llockw  for  gambling,  fweariug, 
drunkeniiels,  or  inlults  offered  in  the 
llrcets  to  decency  and  lobriety;  but,  if 
they  turn  otil  footpads,  highwaymen,  or 
lu»(i ft- breakers,  my  people  will  foon  de¬ 
led  them,  for  they  know  where  to  find 
them;  and  tlten  they  will  be  paid  at  the 
public  expcnce  for  their  vigilance.** 

I  am  furry  for  it.  In  other  countries, 
the  iuperior  officers  of  the  police  can 
find  poor  men  of  good  moral  charaders, 
whole  honelly  has  never  been  impeached, 
to  inl:(t  ir.  their  fervice,  for  which  they 
have  m»>derate  lalaries,  but  no  additio¬ 
nal  reward  for  apprehending  a  culprit; 
.and  they  are  conlidered  as  reputable 
mertihers  of  fociety,  fit  to  affociatc  with 
perlbns  of  their  own  cUfs  of  hfe.  In  o- 
ther  countries,  the  militia  perform  this 
iiectffoy  duty. 

The  fame  care  is  taken  with  rcfpcdto 
their  prir*»ns.  No  culprit  acquitted, 
perhaps,  for  want  of  evidence,  is  made 
turnkey,  or  under- fervant  in  their  goals  ; 

1  ,on  the  contrary,  they  feled  men  of  re¬ 
ligious,  fedate,  fober  dirpolitions,  poor 
old  citizetjs  fallen  into  mij-fortunes,  for 
thefe  olfieea ;  by  which  means,  inconlide- 
I  rate  youth,  who  are  committed  for  ll»ght 
ollences,  fee  tlieir  error,  and  become  re¬ 
formed  members  of  fociety.  VViirreaF, 
in  our  prifons,  hardened  criminals  are 
permitted  to  exhibit  fccnes  of  (hocking 
indecency,  and  to  infirud  the  young  be¬ 
ginner  till  he  is  made  a  proficient  in 
vice,  who,  upon  his  relcafe,  takes  to 
worfo  courfes  than  thofe  for  W'hich  be 
was  full  confined. 

I  f  oui  lie  alt  uant  of  the  police  thought 
proper,  he  know?,  that  upon  proper  rc- 
prelentations  to  tiic  Oierifi’s,  enforced  by 
the  f.andion  of  that  government  whofe 
patronage  he  fo  often  boafts,  as  much 
decency,  good  order,  and  fobriely,  might 
be  kept  up  in  a  p.dlon,  as  in  a  regular 
g  n  rilbn. 

Till  thi>  is  done,  and  vigorous  mca- 
forts  are  taken  to  check  vice  in  its  ftrll 
>gcs,  wc  mull  join  iffue  with  thofe  fen- 
fiole  tor^rigners  who  alTert,  there  can  be 
t>o  police  in  a  country,  where  they  can- 
tint  paia  the  (Ireets  without  being  infult- 
<‘d  by  lewil  women,  nor  travel  upon  our 
h’ghwr.y  ',  ’.vithciit  hourly  danger  of  be¬ 
ing  plundered  of  their  cffcds,.or  (hot 
through  the  head*

SIR, 

HE  mcafure  of  jufticc  preferibed  to' 
US' in  our  traniadions  with  one  a- 
nother,  is  very  clear  and  comprehenlive : 
IVhatfoever  ye  *would  that  men  jbonld 
do  unto  'youy  even  Jo  do  unto  them  ;  a 
law  by  which  every  claim  of  right  may 
be  immediately  adjufttd,  ns  far  as  the 
private  conlcicnce  requires  to  be  inform*  ' 
ed;  a  law'  of  which  every  man  may  find 
the  expofitiun  in  his  own  brcafl,  and 
which  may  always  be  obferved  by  honefiy 
of  intention  and  purity  of  will. 

Over  this  law  indeed  fome  men  have 
been  fuhtile  enough  to  throw  mifis, 
which  have  daikened  their  own  eyes, 
and  found  means  of  perplexing  that  uni- 
verfal  principle  upon  which  every  quelti- 
on  of  juftice,  between  one  man  and  ano¬ 
ther,  is  to  be  decided. 

The  ncceffary  qu.ilificition8  for  a 
judge,  are  in  part  natural,  and  partly  to 
be  acquired;  for  none  can  foffidcntly 
dilcharge  the  important  duties  ol  that  ol* 
ficeand  tnift,  iinlcfs  he  be  naturally  gift¬ 
ed  with  a  diflind  notion  and  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  natural  rcafon  and  c- 
quity ;  and  be  endued  with  a  will  and  in¬ 
clination,  in  .all  cafes  that  arc  brought 
before  him,  to  fquarc  his  judgment  by 
thofe  rules  and  principles  when  he  hath 
no  certain  and  pofilive  rule  to  guide  and 
dired  him. 

The  perfon  who  prefumes  to  afpirc  to 
the  office  of  a  jna^ijlrate  of  a  borough^  . 
and  at  the  fame  time  is  confeious  of  his 
unfitnefs  for  it,  from  his  want  of  the  nc- 
ceffiry  qualifications,  which  too  frequent¬ 
ly  falls  out,  being  m  wed  thereto,  cither 
from  a  prliicijile  of  ambition,  covrtouf- 
nefs,  or  other  liicli  like  fordid  and  per- 
verfe  motive;  is  highly  culpabic,  and,  on 
that  account,  hath  much  to  anfwcr  to  • 
G(k),  his  borough,  and  his  own  conlci¬ 
cnce. 

The  duties  incumbent  on  a  judge,  re¬ 
fer  to  his  behaviour,  at.  *vcll  extrajndlci- 
ally  and  out  of  judgment,  as  in  the  fame. 

Out  cf  judgment,  hii  condud  in  every 
refped,  ought  to  be  Ini  table  to  his  cha- 
r.adcr,  which  obliges  him  to  be  grave  in 
the  whole  of  his  deportment,  fober,  pioufa 
and  exemplary,  ui  ail  p.arts  and  inflancet 
of  his  life:  iu  hue,  he  is  more  uHdl/ 
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b'nndth^n  others  arf,  to  be  denied  to 
.all  ungodlinefi  and  worldly  luft',  and  to 
live  pioufly  towards  God,  righteoufly  to- 
veardi  his  ncighboor,  I'oberly  and  tcai- 
prrately  with  rcfptct  to  bimfclf. 

A  j'ldge  ihould  not  only  endeavour  to 
have  hu  jndgnaent  rupp<)rtcd  by  law, 
but  authorized  and  confirmed  by  his 
own  inn<H:ence,  and  freedom  from  the 
guilt  which  he  condemns  in  others,  that 
he  may  not  be  reproached  with  thefe  or 
the  like  words:  ‘How  canft  lhou,0  judge ! 
punilh  or  condemn  this  crime,  lince  thou 
thyfelt  art  equally  guilty  thereof/’  Kom. 

ii.  I,— 21,  22. 

•  IJe  is  alfo  to  be  no  lefs  careful  in  giv¬ 
ing  obedience  to  that  moll  important  and 
indifpeuriblc  precept  of  our  Saviour,  of 
/ov;.:g’  his  neighbour  as  himfelf^  by 
performing  to  hitn  all  ads  of  charity  and 
mercy  :  For,  in  a  parlicul  ir  manner,  nia- 
gillrates  of  boroughs,  by  their  office,  are 
called  upon  to  be  the  patrons  of  the 
poory  htlplcfsy  and  indigent ;  nrd  only 
lu  defending  them  from  the  oppreffions 
of  others,  hut  alfo  in  miiiiftering  to  them 
c omfort  and  relief  in  their  diltieU'es.  And 
Imv.'  grclly  Icandiloii-i  aitd  ihameful  a 
llitiig  is  it,  for  n/agid rates  to  be  guilty 
ot  any  ad  of  injufiice  and  opprclfion 
acainlt  their  ncignbonr?,  by  injuring 
S^'em  in  their  vitum,  good  navie,  repu^ 
Jjtion,  or  othtr<\'jift' ;  or  by  viidatmg 
the  relative  duties  he  (lands  engaged  in 
tt)  olheri,  as  a  hufband,  parent,  or  fuch 
like? 

'J'hen  in  reference  to  themf.dves, 
gi/Jnitej  in  Ihcir  eating  and  drinking, 
ought  to  be  loher  and  temperate;  ttic 
wficlc  of  their  converfition  ought  tt>  be 
fuvory,  noife  and  edifying  :  they  nii)n!d 
be  altogether  dife.igHged  trom  all  c^^je- 
S'ufnefs,  ambition,  pride,  anger,  ma- 
Jiee,  revenge,,  and  iuch  like  Oiiorderly 
p  ilnons;  for  all,  or  any  cf  them  being 
fcated  and  feigning  in  a  judge's  hr  e  aft, 
njdll,  in  con/equcnce,  influence  his 
judgment  to  the  pe rverting  of  jujlice  ; 
and,  by  thus  managing  the  courlcand  Ic- 
r’or  of  his  life  out  cf  judgment,  he  will 
•llicrebv  be  nuvre  enabled  to  condud 
liimfclf  in  the  right  dilcharge  of  his  duty 
when  in  it. 

For  that  purpofe,  let  me  recommend 
to  him,  to  be  frequent  and  fervent  in 
j'rayer  to  God  for  the  Ipirit  of  true  judg* 
uuni,  tor  a  w ife  and  underftanding  heart, 
that  Gud  Almighty  would  conftantly 
Iwr.d  and  incline  his  will  towards  the  im* 
partial  adoiinUlralion  of  jufiicc. 


Judges  of  inferior  courts  in  fmaH  bo¬ 
roughs,  for  iinderftanding  of  the  caiifes 
which  arc  brought  before  them,  (hould 
be  fully  acrpiainted  with  the  whole  fads 
and  citcuinitances.  For  that  end  they 
arc,  with  great  attentiixr,  to  lifien  to  the 
opening  of  the  cauie,  whether  from  the 
bar,  or  oth^Tv^ay?.;  and,  after  the  judge  is 
well  apprifed  of  tiic  fad'^  and  circuin- 
ftanccs,  he  is  carefully  li>  Icck  after,  and 
find  out  the  ri.lc  ol  law  and  juftice,  by 
w'uich  it  is  to  be  judged:  and  where 
there  is  intricacy  in  the  cafe,  ur  d'fficuliy 
in  the  law  whereby  it  is  to  be  judged,  if 
is  cautious  and  prudent  In  tt»e  judge  not 
to  proceed  to  give  prelent  judgment,  but 
to  delay  for  fomc  fliort  lime,  that  he 
may  have  opportunity  to  think  and  de¬ 
liberate  upon  it,  and  if  necefTary  tocon- 
fult  both  the  living  and  dead  about  it; 
for  precipitate  and  ralh  judgment  is 
commonly  attended  with  this  b^d  effeett 
that  when  the  cafe  is  brought  under  the 
review’  of  the  court  cf  fclfit>n,  fome  ma- 
tvfrial  drcumllance  or  other  having  cf- 
caped  ihe  firft  judgment,  mull  in  confe- 
quence  vaty  'he  Iccond  from  it,  and  of* 
tcntimes  make  it  ilif '  Ctiv  opptdiit ;  which 
throws  :i  great  reHuclion  upon  the  judge,# 
v\i»o  in  honour  and  duty  is  called  upon, 
to  ufc  all  the  mrAUs  in  his  power  to 
h.ive  his  judgment  and  tlccifion-  not  to  be 
v.icillant,  but  to  be  Oableand  fure. 

The  judge  (niglit  hkewife  to  fhnn  aH- 
ll.fi'Mefs  of  opinion  and  partiality,  and  not 
to  be  lo  wtd*ied  to  his  own,  or  that  of  a* 
dotard  clerk,  as  to  be  unwilling  or  a*  ' 
Ihimed,  upf.n  good  rcafons,  to  change 
and  depart  from  it. 

Theref«)''e,  0  judge  !  confider  and  fre¬ 
quently  cril  tv)  n.ind,  that  'ere  long  you* 
will  be  filled  before  Ihe  tribunal  of  the 
gieat  and  I'ovcreign  Judge  of  heaven  .and 
earth,  when  you  moll  give  account  firf 
the  whole  of  yorjr  condud  in  your  pil¬ 
grim  fiate  here ;  more  particularly  of 
your  behaviour  in  your  capacity  andfta- 
tion  as  a  judge,  and  cf  God’s  vicegerent; 
and  It  thcrem  tliun  hall  judged  unrigh— 
and  yerverte  i  if  in  judg¬ 

ing  thou  haji  been  partial,  by  favour^ 
ing  ihe  man  cf  cue  parly  more  than  ' 
him  oj  another,  the  rich  more  than  tbe  ^* 
poor,  ihv  fncud  and  relation  more  thttt 
the  tlranger  and  thine  enemy;  if 
haft  futfered  thy  judgment  to  be  biaflff^ 
by  bribjf  prejudice,  or  other  perverfc 
motive;  what  judgment  canft  ihou  c*- 
ped  in  Ih.U  great  day,  but  th»l  of  “  De¬ 
part  frem  me,  ye  curfcd/4oto  cverlattinf

angels !”  Therefore,  if  you  have  any  rc- 
gaul  to  your  inward  peace  and  tranquil!* 
ty  in  this  ftatc  of  mortality,  or  to  ycur 
e:cm.al  happinefs  hereafter,  in  that  life 
vvhicli  will  h.ive  no  end;  let  it  be  your 
conll.int  endeavour  and  utmcft  care,  to 
prt’iiomice  no  judgment  whatfoever, with¬ 
out  h.iving  the  approbation  of  God  and 
your  own  confeience.  B<it  if  thou,  O 
judvtc  !  in  the  whole  of  thy  adrainittrati** 
on,  eonfeientiouny  difeharge  the  duties 
of  tliine  oHire  and  truft,  by  judging  in  all¬ 
cafes  that  cunic  before  tiue,  ri^hteoujly 
and  ivipartially^  then  wull  your  admi*. 
niftration  be  a  public  blefling  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  borough  of  which  yoiy 
are  a  magidratc,  and  will  afford  you 
much  iinvaid  tranquility  and  peace  of 
c.nfclencc  here,  and  will  hereafter  be 
greitly  rewarded  tiirough«*nt  the  ages  of 
tndlcis  eternity.

j  y/  Letter  frort  an  Englifh  Lady  Paris 
I  to  her  Friend  in  London. 

I  Dear  Aladaffi, 

K  have  been  to  viut  the  p.ilaces  and 
caflbs,  and  of  coutfe  VcrUillcs 
took  the  lead.  It  was  lieecflary  to  re¬ 
main  there  tour  davs  to  fee  all  its  beau¬ 
ties,  even  in  a  tranfient  manner,  for  the 
palace  and  its  environs  are,  indeed,  im- 
meufe.  I'hc  grandeur  and  magnificence 
cf  the  alleys  and  avenues  proclaim  the 
abode  of  a  tnonarch.  The  richnefs  and 
elegance  of  the  furniture,  the  mirrours, 
gilding*-,  bionxes,  the  ouginal  and  va¬ 
luable  pictures  and  paintings  in  the  dif* 
fer»*nt  apartments,  are  attdnifhing  and 
incredible.  The  parterres,  the  canals, 
the  maible  and  bronze  ftatucs,  the  fa- 
loons,  and  marble  columns  that  arc  in 
the  grovc'*  and  boxes  which  adorn  the 
gar«icn  and  paik,  with  a  thoufand  other 
things  tliat  clcape  my  memory,  fi>rm 
this  Inperb  plsce.  I  particularly  obfet- 
ved  the  pe* fpedtive  acrof*  the  partcfires, 
and  the  little  and  great  park.  This  is  a 
m  fp.icirus  alley,  which  is  command¬ 
ed  by  a  fquare  terrace,  in  the  tbape  of  a 
parterre,  ornamented  ou  the  fidts  with 
white  marble  ftatues,  which  arc  the 
chefi  d  oeuvres  oi  fomc  of  the  greatcit 
iiiafttr?.  In  the  middle  of  this  alley  arc 
green  Jefp  d'eau,  and  a  long  ca-

leagues  in  length.  This  extenfitrr  park: 
comprizes  within  its  walls  fevcral  pa-* 
rilhcf.  On  every  fide  your  eye  if  caught 
with  pheafants  and  partridges,  that  feem 
domefiicated.  There  is  a  very  fine  me¬ 
nagerie,  confining  of  all  forts  of  foreign 
beafis,  which  cofis  the  king  a  confidera- 
bie  fum  for  proper  ;ittendants  to  take 
care  of  them  and  fiiew  them.  Thofc 
attendants  are  remarkably  civil  to  fo¬ 
reigners;  and  they  are  forbidden,  oi» 
pain  of  being  difmHTed,  to  receive  any 
gratuity,  from  the  fpeditors.  At  the 
diftarcc  of  a  mile,  oppolitc  the  menage¬ 
rie,.  is  a  fmall  palace,  called  Trianon^, 
where  it  is  faid  Lewi'r  XIV.  paflld  hia 
hours  of  dalliance  with  Madame  Main- 
tenon.  This  caftle  is  but  little,  compa¬ 
red  with  that  of  Verlaillea;  it  mighty 
never! helefs,  ferve  as  a  place  of  refidence 
to  many  lovercigns.  The  exteinal  and 
internal  parts  arc  ornanr.cnted  with  fine 
marble.  ,  Here  is  alfo  a  very  pretty  park» 
decorated  with  parterres,  pieces  of  wa-  - 
ter,  and  groves  iuterfeded  with  allcyi» 

1  Oiould  never  conclude,  were  I  to  at¬ 
tempt  giving  a  complete  detail  of  Ver- 
failles  .and  its  dependencies. 

In  leaving  the  park  of  Verfaillcs,  wr. 
enteied  into  that  of  Marly,  one  of  the 
king^s  villas,  which  is  but  at  a  fmall  dii- 
tance  from  the  other,  being  feparated 
only  by  the  road.  There  is  nothing  re¬ 
markable  in  this  caftle,  except  the  la- 
loon,  w  hich  is  of  great  extent*  You 
have  heard,  probably,  that  Lewis  XiV* 
had  the  vanity  to  confidcr  himfcif  the 
fun  of  Europe.  The  caftle  of  Marly  re¬ 
in  efenis  the  abode  of  the  fun;  and  the

Stimulated  by  his  flatterers,  he  can'»c  to 
Delphos,  and  made  his  appearance  at  the 
jr  ite  in  cloth  of  gold,  with  a  crown  in  the 
lh?pe  of  a  laurel,  the  leaves  of  which 
were  of  gold,  and  the  fined  emeralds : 
there  w’as  a  proportionable  grandeur  in 
his  harp ;  it  was  loaded  with  jewels,  and 
decorated  with  the  figures  of  Orpheus, 
Apollo  and  the  mufes.  Such  a'  fplendid 
appeirance  attr3<5tcd  the  eyes  of  the  fpec- 
tators,  and  every  body  expe<5ted  a  won¬ 
derful  performance,  anfiverable  to  foex- 
penfive  a  preparation.  How  great  was 
their  difappointment  when  the  magnifi¬ 
cent  harper  attempting  to  exert  his  pow¬ 
ers,  his  voice  and  his  inftrnment  were  e- 
rjnally  nntuneable,  and  when  the  moft 
ciifcordant  founds  were  from  the  former 
and  the  latter  emitted.  This  ftriking 
diiferencc  between  the  pomp  and  the 
powers  of  the  mufician  produced  Ihotits 
of  laughter  through  the  whole  aiTemldy, 
and  thofe  fliouts  were  increafed  by  the 
richnefs  of  his  appearance.  In  ihort,  the 
judges  of  the  games  w'hipprd  him  of 
the  theatre,  covereil  with  confulion.  The 
next  carubdaie  was  one  Eupolis,  of  Elis: 
he  was,  indeed,  a  complete  mafler  of  his 
harp,  charmed  his  attentive  he’arrrs  with 
I  he  melody  «»f  his  tones,  and  the  excel¬ 
lence  of  h»3  coinpofitions,  and  was  uni- 
verfally  allow’ed  w’ortliy  of  the  priic, 
though  he  evas  meanly  <lrefleil,  and 
though  Ids  harp  feemed  not  to  promife 
any  harmony.  There  is  fome  fpirit  in 
his  adJrcfs  to  the  Tarentine.  Y  >u 
were  crowmed  with  gold  and  jewels,  be- 
caule  yini  were  rich ;  and  I,  becaufe  I  am 
poor,  am  only  rewarded  with  a  laurel.  I 
am  very  well  falisfied  with  it,  however, 
as  it  is  a  proof  of  mv  mufical  merit. 
Your  crown,  on  the  «»ther  hand,  only 
h  rven  to  render  you  ridiculed  ainl  dc* 
fpiftd.”

At  the  end  of  every  ftven  years 
comei  the  Satnrnalian  feafoii,  when 
the  fieemen  of  Gieat  Britain  may  pleaie 
Ihemlelves  with  the  choice  of  their  re- 
prefentatives.  This  hippy  diy  has  now 
arrived,  fomewhat  fooner  th'aii  it  could 
be  claimed. 

To  ft  lec‘t  and  depute  thofe  by  whom 
Hws  arc  to  be  made,  and  taxes  to  be 
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granted,  it  a  high  dignity,  and  an  im¬ 
portant  trufl:  and  it  is  the  bufinefs  of 
every  cleftor  to  confider  how  this  digni¬ 
ty  may  be  well  fuflained,  and  this  truft 
faithfully  difeharged. 

It  ought  to  be  deeply  imprefled  on 
the  minds  of  all  who  have  voices  in  thi<i 
national  deliberation,  that  no  man  can 
deferve  a  feat  in  parliament  who  is  not  a 
patriot.  No  other  man  will  proteift  our 
rights;  no  other  man  can  merit  our 
confidence. 

A  patriot  is  he  whofc  public  condmJt 
is  regulated  by  one  fingle  motive,  the 
love  of  his  country;  who,  as  an  agent  in 
parliament,  has  for  himfelf  neither  hope 
nor  fear,  neither  kindnefs  nor  refent- 
ment,  but  refers  every  thing  to  the  com¬ 
mon  intereft.  • 

That  of  five  hundred  men,  fuch  as 
this  degenerate  age  affords,  a  majority 
can  be  found  thus  virtuoufly  abffradfed, 
who  will  affirm?  Yet  there  is  no  good 
in  defpondence.  Vigilance  and  aiffivity 
often  cfTe^t  more  than  was  cxpcdtect. 
Let  us  take  a  patriot  where  we  can  meet 
him ;  and,  that  we  may  not  flatter  our- 
felves  by  filfe.  appearances,  diffinguiffi 
thofe  marks  that  arc  certain  from  thofe 
which  may  deceive:  for  a  man  may  have 
the  external  appearance  of  a  patriot, 
without  the  conftituent  cjiialities;  as 
falfe  coins  have  often  luffre,  though  they 
want  weight. 

Some  claim  a  place  in  the  lift  of  pa¬ 
triots  by  an  acrimonious  and  unremit¬ 
ting  oppefition  to  the  court.* 

This  mark  is  by  no  means  infallible* 
Patriotifm  is  not  neceflarily  included  in 
rebellion.  '  A  man  may  hate  his  king, 
yet  not  love  his  country.  He  that  ha$ 
been  refufed  a  rcafonable  or  unreafon^ 
able  requrft,  who  thinks  his  merit  under* 
rated,  and  fer*s  his  influence  declining, 
begins  foon  to  talk  of  natural  equality, 
the  abfurdity  of  many  made  for  one,  the 
original  coinpa^f,  the  foundation  of  au¬ 
thority,  and  the  majefty  of  the  people. 
Ah  his  political  melancholy  increafes,  he 
tells,  and  pcrhips  dreamr,  of  the  advan¬ 
ces  of  the  prerogative,  and  the  dangers 
of  arbitrary  power ;  yet  his  defign,  in  all 
hii^  declamation,  is  not  to  benefit  hit 
country,  but  to  gratify  hit  malice. 

Thefe,  however  tre  the  moft  boneft  of 
the  opponents  of  government:  their  pa¬ 
triotifm  is  a  fjvecies  of  difeafe;  and  tncy 
feel  fome  part  of  what  they  exprefi :  but 
tl»«  greater,  far  the  greater  number  of 
thofe.  who  rave  and  rail,  and  ioqtnrc  and

arc'.ifc,  ncil'.fr  fufpctft  nor  f<  ar,  nor  ca«e 
tiir  the  public*  but  hope  to  t'oicc  the:r 
xvay  t<i  richtb  by  vinilenee  anti  iiivtdive, 
niul  are  vehement  and  clamor»)iKs,  on¬ 
ly  that  I  hey  iw.\y  be  loonei  hired  tube  li- 
lent.

This  pr,^clice  •  •  i;o  certain  note  irf  pa- 
irioiifnr.  To  itilliyatc  the  poptiMCe  v'ilh 
rape  licvond  the  provocaiim,  i.r  r  »  ft’f- 
pend  public  happinels,  not  todcllioy  it. 
IK  is  nolovtr  v*f  Ins  country  that  nnne- 
ctlFo ily  dillt?rbs  its  peace.  IKvv  errors, 
and  few  faults  of  eovcmmcni,  cati  jelli¬ 
fy  an  appeal  to  ipe  rabble,  who  onpht 
ijot  to  jrdpc  »if  whnl  llrey  catrnot  under- 
ftar.d,  .ti.d  wlorfe  epinions  are  nut  prtjpa- 
galed  by  ualon,  but  caught  I  y  centa- 
pior. 

A  pi’rict  is  nccelVrrily  and  invariably 
a  lever  of  the  people :  i>nt  even  this 
mail;  i,ijy  fom^times  deceive  ns. 

'^riie  people  is  a  veiy  liclerogeneoiis 
and  confute t4  inais  of  the  wealthy  and 
the  poor,  the  wi'e  and  the  *^(»obth,  the 
g'?od  and  the  fnd  Before  we  confer  <.n 
a  man,  who  can  tics  flic  people,  the  title 
of  patriot,  we  mu!l  txamiiw;  to  what  luirt 
cf  the  people  he  diricts  his  notice.  It  is 
proverbially  laid,  that  lie  who  diUembles 
his  own  chara»Btr  rr.ay  be  km-wn  by 
that  of  hi»  companions.  It  thecardi- 
da’c  (  f  pitriotifm  endeavours  to  infiife 
rl^hl  uplniiins  into  the  htpher  ranks,  and 
b\  then  infiucnce  to  regulate  the  low-er; 
if  he  Conl«»ris  chielly  with  the  wife,  the 
lempeiale,  the  regular,  and  the  virtuous. 
Ins  love  i>f  :hi  people  may  be  urged  in 
^i^lavour:  but,  if  lu^  hrll  or  piincip^rl 
application  be  to  the  indigent,  who  ate 
ala  ays  infl.^mmable ;  to  the  weak,  w  ho 
are  niturallv  fulpicmus;  to  the  ignorant, 
who  are  cihly  imllcd  ;  and  to  the  profli- 
pate,  who  have  no  hope  but  from  mif- 
chtef  and  confulion,  his  love  of  the 
perple  proves  little  in  his  favour. 

A  patriot  is  always  ready  to  counte- 
itaree  the  juft  claims,  and  animate  the 
fiaionable  hopes  of  the  people:  he  re¬ 
minds  them  frequently  of  their  rights, 
and  fiimulates  them  to  reft  nt  incroach- 
xntoU,  and  to  multiply  fecin  tics. 

But  ail  this  iniybeduiie  in  appear¬ 
ance,  withi'Ul  real  patiiotilm.  He  that 
rai  cs  faiic  in.pes,  lo  ferve  a  prefent  p^r- 
po.e,  only  make*  a  a  ay  for  diftippoiat- 


ment  and  difeontent.  He  who  promifei 
to  endeavour  w  hat  he  knows  his  endea¬ 
vours  unable  to  ctKct,  means  only  t  >  de» 
luviu  his  followers  by  an  empty  clamour 
of  ineftcclTial  zeal. 

A  true  patriot  is  no  lavifti  promifer. 
lie  undertakes  not  to  fhorten  parlia¬ 
ments,  t^)  repeal  hiwii,  or  to  change  the 
mode  of  reprcfeniation,  tranlmittcd  by 
our  ancertors.  lie  knows  that 'futurity 
is  not  in  his  power;  and  that  all  times 
are  not  alike  favoui  iblr  to  change. 

Much  Icis  does  he  make  a  vague  and 
ind; finite  promife  of  obeying  the  man- 
dau  8  of  his  conllituents.  lie  knows  the 
prejudices  of  faction,  and  the  inconftan- 
cy  of  ilk*  multitude.  He  would  firft  in- 
(juire  how  the  opinion  of  his  confti- 
luents  lhall  be  taken.  Popular  inftruc- 
tions  are  eommoiily  the  work,  not  of  the 
wile  and  ftcady,  but  the  violent  and  ralh  ; 
and  HKetlngs  held  for  dirci^ting  repre- 
fentatives  are  feldom  attended  but  by 
the  idle  and  the  diir»lute:  and  he  is  not 
without  ftirjiiclon,  that  of  his  conftituents, 
a',  of  other  nnmber.s  of  men,  the  fmaiicr 
part  may  often  be  the  wafer. 

He  confidera  himitif  as  deputed  to 
promote  the  public  g  »od,  and  l<>  preferve  ^ 
liis  coiiftituents,  with  the  reft  of  his 
Ci)uiitrymen,  not  only  from  being  hurt 
by  others,  but  from  hurting  tlienaielve.s. 

The  comnYon  marks  of  patriotilm  ha¬ 
ving  been  examined,  and  Ihewn  lo  be 
Inch  as  artitree  m-ty  counterfeit,  or  folly 
mil.ipply,  it  cannot  be  improper  to  con-  ^ 
fuler,  vvtiether  there  are  not  lomc  cha- 
raCterillical  modes  of  fpeaking  or  aifting, 
w  hich  may  piove  a  m.m  to. be  not  a  pa* 
triot. 

He  that  wirivc'i  to  fee  his  country  rob¬ 
bed  of  its  rights  cannot  be  a  patriot. 

That  man,  therefore,  is  no  patriot,  who 
juftities  ridiculous  claims  of  American 
ufurpation,  who  endeavours  to  deprive 
the  nation  of  its  n.atural  and  lawful  au¬ 
thority  over  its  own  colonies;  th off  co¬ 
lonics  which  were  fettled  under  Erglilh 
protection,  were  conftituted  by  an  Eng- 
lilb  charter,  and  have  been  defended  by 
Englilb  arms. 

To  fuppoftr  that,  by  fending  out  a  co¬ 
lony,  the  natron  eftabliilied  an  indepen¬ 
dent  power;  that  vA'hen,  by  indulgcnct 
and  f.ivour,  cmigratits  arc  become  rich| 
they  ihall  not  contiibutc  to  their  own 
defence  but  at  the’r  own  picafurc;  and 
that  they  ihall  not  be  included,  like  mil* 
lions  of- their  fellow  ftibje^s,  in  the  gc* 
ncral  fyftem  of  reprefentatioo,  iuvolaci 
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fuch  an  accumulation  of  ahfurdiiy,  as 
nr>»hing  hut  the  ihew  of  patriotilm  could 
palliate. 

He  that  accepts  protedfion  ftipulatcs 
obedience.  We  have  always  protected 
the  Americans;  we  may  therciote  fub- 
je^t  »hem  to  guvernment. 

'I’lie  lefs  is  included  in  the  greater. 
That  p(>wer  which  can  take  away  life 
m  ly  leizs  upon  properly.  The  pailia- 
mt.nt  may  eua^t  lor  America  a  law  of 
capital  punillimcni;  it  may  thereft)rc 
elt  ihlilh  a  mode  and  proportion  of  taxa¬ 
tion. 

But  there  arc  fome  who  lament  the 
ftatc  of  the  poor'B'‘ftonian8,  becaufe  they 
cann 't  ail  be  fuppofed  to  have  commit¬ 
ted  a;tt3  of  rebellion,  yet  all  are  involved 
in  the  penalty  impoltd.  This,  they  fay, 
is  to  violate  the  great  rule  of  jiiftice,  by 
Cv)ndemning  the  innocent  to  fu/fer  w’ith 
the  gtiiity, 

Tais  dciervfs  fome  notice,  as  it  feems 
diCUted  by  jiiftice  and  humanily,  how¬ 
ever  it  may  raife  contempt,  by  the  igno¬ 
rance  which  it  betrays  of  the  (late  of 
nun,  and  the  fyfttm  of  things.  That  the 
iiinoccnt  ih.,uld  be  confounded  with  the 
gniliy  IS  undoubtedly  an  evil;  but  it  is  an 
evil  wl'.ich  no  care  or  caution  can  pre¬ 
vent.  rC^tional  Crimes  require  national 
runijhT.ents,  of  which  many  muft  necef- 
b'uily  luvc  their  part,  who  have  noldn- 
curred  'hem  by  perlonal  guilt.  If  rebels 
Ibonid  fortify  a  town,  the  cannon  of 
lawtiil  authority  will  endanger  -cqiiaHy 
the  harrrilcfe  burghers  and  the  criminal 
garrifon. 

In  fome  cafes,  thofe  fiiffer  moft  who 
arc  lead  intended  to  be  hurt.  If  the 
i^ench  in  the  late  war  bad  taken,  aa 
I'.ngliih  city,  and  permitted  the  natives  to 
.beep  their  dwellings,  how  could  it  have 
been  recovered,  but  by  the  fiaughter  of 
our  friend  ?  A  b.)mb  might  as  well  de- 
Brc)y  an  Eiigltibinan  as  a  Frenchman; 
and  !w  fituine  we  know  that  the  iuliabi- 
t^nis  would  be  the  firft  that  Ihould  pc- 
rilh. 

Thi",  inR;;dion  of  promifeuous  evil  may 
tbcrchirc  be  lamented,  ^but  cannot  be 
blamed.  I'he  power  of  lawful  govern- 
nient  innft  Ix:  maintained;  and  the  mi* 
Ivries  which  rebellion  produces  can  be 
charged  only  on  the  rebels. 

1  nat  man  likewife  is  not  a  Patriot, 
who  denies  his  governors  their  due  praife, 
J'nd  who  conceals  from  the  people  the 
brnefiu  which  they  receive.  Thofe, 
Ihtrtfure,  can  Jay  no  claim  to  this  iUu- 


ftrious  appellation,  who  impute  want  of 
public  fpirit  to  the  late  parUament;  an 
alTembly  of  men,  whom,  notwithftanding 
fume  fluiftiiation  of  connfel,  and  fome 
weaknels  of  agency,  the  nation  muft  al- 
w’ays  remember  w'ith  gratitude,  lince  it 

indebted  to  them  for  aweiy  ample  con- 
ceftion  in  the  rcfignaiion  of  piott«5tions, 
and  a  wife  and  h<»neift  attempt  to  improve 
the  conftitution,  in  the  new  jcdicatufc 
inftituted  for  the  trial  of.clctftions. 

7'he  right  of -prote^lion,  which  might 
be  nectlliry  when  it  was  ’firft  claimed, 
and  wMs  very  conliftent  with  that  libera¬ 
lity  of  immunities  in  which  the  feudal 
Gonftitution  delighted,  wa^  by  its  nature 
liable  to  abute,  and  had  in  reality  been 
lujnciimes  mifapplied,  to  the  evafton  of 
the  law',  and  the  defeat  of  juftice.  The 
evil  was  perhaps  not  adequate  to  the 
clamour;  mor  is  it  very  ctftnin,  that  the 
pofiible  goc^  of  (his  privilege  was  n(>t 
more  than  equal  to  the  pofiible  evil.  U 
is,  however',  plain,  that,  whether  they 
gave  anything  or  not  to  the  public,  they 
at  lead  loft  fomething  from  tbemfelves. 
They  divefted' their  dignity  of  a  very 
fplcndid  diftintftion,  and  fiiewed  that  they 
were  more  willing  than  their  prcdcccf- 
fors  to  ftand  oii  a  level  with  their  fcllow- 
fubjedls. 

The  new  mode  of  trying  eledlions,  if 
it  be  found  effedlual,  will  diffufe  its  con- 
feqiimces  further  than  fecms.yct  to  be 
forefccn.  It  is,  1  believe,  gciieially  cop- 
lidered  as  advantageous  only  to  thote 
who  ciaim  feats  in  pailiamerit ;  but,  if  to 
chufe  reprefentatives  be  one  of  llic  moft 
valuable  tights  of  Englilhmen,  every 
voter  muft  coofider  that  law  as  adding  to 
his  happiuefs,  which  makes  his  iutria}'^ 
efiicacious:  fince  it  was  .vain  to  chulc, 
while  the  election  could  be  cor.lrouled  bjT 
any  other  power. 

With  what  impcricuc  contempt  of  an-, 
tient  rights,  and  what  aud  iciournefs  of 
arbitrary  authority,  former  pailiameiits’ 
hive  judged  the  difpu'c  about  eledfiuns, 
it  is  not  necefiary  to  relate.  The  claim 
of  a  candidate  and  right  of  clcdlors  arc* 
faid  feareely  to  have  been,  even  in  appear¬ 
ance,  referred  to  cenfeience;  but  to  have 
been  decided  by  party,  by  p-itiTion,  by  pre¬ 
judice,  «)r  by  frolic.  To  have  fiienda  in

My  worthy  colleague  fays,  “  His  will 
ought  to  be  fubfervient  to  yours.”  if 
that  be  all,  the  thing  is  innocent;  if  go* 
vcrnmciit  were  a  matter  of  will  upon  any 
tide,  yours,  without  quefton,  ought  to  be 
fuj>e;  ioi ;  but  government  and  legiflation 
arc  matters  of  rcafon  and  judgment,  and 
not  cf  inclination ;  and  what  fort  of  rea- 
Ion  is  that,  in  which  the  determination 
precedes  the  difeuffion  ;  in  which  one  fet 
of  men  deliberate,  and  another  decide ; 
a!id  where  thofe  who  form  the  concludon, 
are  perhaps  three  hundred  miles  diftant 
li  om  thofe  w  ho  hear  the  arguments. 

'I'o  deliver  an  opinion  is  the  right  of  all 
men ;  tl.at  of  conftituents  is  a  weighty  and 
relpcdablc  opinion,  which  a  reprefenta- 
tiveonglu  always  to  rejoice  to  hear,  and 
which  he  ought  always  moll  ferioudy  to 
cordider.  But  auihcritaiive  inltrubtions, 
mandates  iffacd,  which  the  member  is 
bound  blindly  and  implicitly  to  obey,  to

V  iiich  intereds  each  mud  maintain,  as  an 
and  advocate,  againft  other  agents 
and  advocates;  but  parliament  is  a  deli¬ 
berative  alVtmbly  of  one  nation.,  with  one 
MCe.tli,  that  of  the  whole;  where,  not 
lac  d  purpofts, not  liKal  prejudices, ought 
to^uide,  but  t be  general  good,  refulting 
from  tQc  general  rcafon  of  the  whole. 
You  chufe  a  member  indeed,  but  when 
yon  navechofon  liim,  he  is  not  member  of 
llridwl,  but  he  is  a  oumberof  parliament. 
If  Che  local  cundituem  tliould  have  an  in- 
terell,  or  fliould  f>rm  an  hady  opinion, 
evidetuly  oppclit?  to  the  real  good  of  the 
red  of  iht  conamuaity,  the  member  for 
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that  place  ought  to  be  as  far,  as  any  o* 
ther.  from  any  endeavour  to  give  it  effedt, 

I  beg  pardon  for  faying  fo  much  on  this 
fubject.  I  have  been  unwillingly  drawii 
into  it;  but  I  lhall  ever  ufc  a  refpedful 
frankuefs  of  communication  with  you* 
Your  faithful  friend,  your  devoted  fcr« 
vant,  I  ihall  be  to  the  end  of  my  life.  A 
flatterer  you  do  not  wifa  for.  On  this 
point  of  indru^ions,  however,  1  think  it 
fcarccly  polflble  we  evtr  can  have  any  ^ 
fort  cf  diircirncc.  Perhaps  I  may  give 
you  too  much,  rather  than  too  little, 
trouble. 

From  the  firft  hour  I  was  encouraged 
to  court  your  favour,  to  this  happy  day 
of  obtaining  it,  I  have  never  prornifed 
you  any  thing  but  humble  and  perfever- 
ing  endeavours  to  do  my  duty.  Tho 
weight  of  that  duty,  1  confefs,  makes  me 
tremble ;  and  whoever  well  confiders 
what  it  is,  of  all  things  in  the  world  will 
fly  from  what  has  the  lead  likenefs  to  a 
podtive  and  precipitate  engagement.  To 
be  a  good  member  of  parliament,  is,  let 
me  tell  you,  noeafylalk;  efpccially  at 
this  time,'  when  there  is  lb  drong  a  dif- 
pofition  to  run  into  the  perilous  c.\trcmc 
of  fervile  compliance,  or  wild  popularity.

VVe  arc  members 
for  a  free  country,  and  furely  we  all 
know  that  the  machine  of  a  free  confti- 
tution  is  no  fimple  thing,  but  .is  intricate 
and  delicate  as  it  is  valuable.  We  are 
members  in  a  great  and  aiitient  monar¬ 
chy,  and  we  mud  prefcrvereligioully  the 
true  legal  rights  of  the  fovereign,  which 
form  the  key*ftune  that  binds  together 
the  oobiC  and  well-conftru^ed  arch  of 
our  empire  and  cur  conftitution.  Acon- 
ftitution  made  up  of  'balanced  powers 
muft  ever  be  a  critical  thing.

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA.

“  '"T^HE  grand  vixir  has  notified  to 

X  marlhal  Roroanzow  the  noml- 
nition  of  Abdoul  Kerim,  Bcgler-Bey  of 
Romelia,  to  be  ambalTador  to  this  court ; 
and  informed  the  marfhal,  at  the  fame 
tune,  cf  his  haring  received  from  the 
lultan  ti>e  ratification  of  the  peace. 
The  marfhal,  in  return,  immediately  ac¬ 
quainted  the  grand  vizir,  that  he  was 
ready  to  exchange  their  rclpeftive  ratifi¬ 
cations;  and  that  her  im'perial  majefty 
had  appointed  prince  Reppin  to  be  her 
an.b.TlVador  at  the  Porte. — This  iinpor- 
taiii  iivlclligenee  did  not  arrive  here  till 
Saturday  lafi,  by  a  mefleoger  from  mar- 
ilial  Romanzow,  who  like  wife  naentions, 
that  the  Porte  has  already  named  go¬ 
vernors  to  all  tlie  fortrefles  reftored  by 
Unllia.  A  balhavv  of  three  tails  is  ap¬ 
pointed  to  be  governor  of  Choezim.” 

RUSSIA.' 

Peterjhurgh^  Nov,  8.  “  lACUt.-col. 
Dromlitz  arrived  lately  from  the  impe¬ 
rial  army,  with  the  agreeable  account, 
that  Dewlet  Giieray,  the  Tiirkilh  gover¬ 
nor,  has  abandoned  all  his  conquefts, 
and  retired  to  Oczakow,  by  order  of  the 
Porte. — The  fame  courier  brought  an 
account,  that  a  general  pardon  was  pub 
billed  throughout  Crinaea  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  country,  for  the  adherents  of 
PngatlchelTe;  and  that  numbers  daily 
•  ejtiin  the  imperial  colours,  which  arc 
placed  in  the  middle  of  the  grand  plain 
cl  bicliifcrai.’* 

GERMANY. 

Nov,  15.  “  Letters  from 
Vienna  advite,  that  the  deputies  from 
the  council  of  the  Swifg  Cantons,  aiul 
bom  Cieneva,  after  liaving  feveral  confe- 
lences  with  Count  dc  Colloredo,  wore 
picitntrd  to  thei*' imperial  majefties,  who 
gave  them  a  moll  gracious  recepfiou.  It 
is  ta'd  their  commitriun^js  to  dclire  his 
imperial  majrfiy’s  protedlion  againfi  the 
pl^n  that  is  formed  for  diAurbing  Ibeir 
tianquility,  by  ttivading  their  duaiotuiiS;

to  be  employed  wherever  he  lhall  be 
pleafed  to  dire^.  This  offer,  it  U 
thought,  will  keep  his  imperial  majcAy 
from  entering  toq  baAily  into  the  fchemes 
of  the  Bourbons;  and,  with  the  afiiAance 
of  Prulfia,  will  be  fufficient  to  fruAratc 
fume  dcAru^ivc  proje^,  and  by  that 
means  preferve  the  balance  of  power  io 
Europe,  and  the  peace  of  the  north.” 

SWEDEN. 

Stockhohptf  Nov,  15.  “  The  wea«- 
ther  is  unufually  cold.  We«have  had  a 
great  fall  of  fnow,  and  the  f^maller  lakes 
are  already  frozen,  which  fddom  hap¬ 
pens  in  this  country  till  about  ChriAmat. 
The  whole  year  has  been  fo  remat kably 
dry,  that  in  all  the  provinces,  except  Sca¬ 
nia,  there  is  a  general  want  of  water  to 
work  the  mills.  I'hc  peafants  are  in  many 
places  obliged  to  drive  their  cattle  to 
water  above  a  Swedilh  mile.  They  wilt 
be  reduced  to  great  hardAtips  if  the  frolt 
Ihould  not  break,  and  be  fuccccdcd  by 
fume  feafoaable  rains.” 

FRANCE. 

Partly  Nov,  18.  "  There  is  great
